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£. The files at .the .Berlin Documents Center as to Nazi 
membership and SS membership, as well as the SS personnel files, 
are sc complete that it is unlikely that any person checked, 
who was a member of either of these two organisations would not 
be found in the files. On top of this the persons you are deal- 
ing with are so well known and their background so well publicized 
in the pant that I deem it improbable .that you can protect them 
from their pest history. 




3. At the end of the war re tried to be very smart and 
changed the name of several members of the SD and Abwehr in 
order to protect them from the .German authorities end the 
occupation authorities. In most cases these cersons were so 
well 'known that the change in name compromised them more than 
if they ware tc face a denssift cation court and face the judg- 
ment which would have been meted out to them.
